EASTERN DISPATCHES. 


A Lie Somewhere. 

Wasurnoton, October 16. 
Henry A. Bowen, who was arrested 
in Philadelphia to-day for beating the 
Great Western Hotel,is the person who 
has obtained notoriety recently in con- 
nection with Dickson’s charges of 
bribery of jurors in the star route 
trials, The impression has been cre- 


pated that Mr. Bowen was employed 


by the Department of Justice in some 


capacity in relation to the star route 


cases. The tact is that he has never 
had the slightest connection, directly 


or indirectly, with these cases. About 
the middle of Angust last Bowen 
sented himself to the Attorney 
eral, bringing a letter from the 3 
retary of War, in which Mr. Lincoln 
stated that Boweri was his personal 
friend, and that he (the Secretary) de- 
‘sired favorable consideration the 
‘matters about which Bowen would 
speak. Bowen wanted to be appointed 
an agent of the Government to inves- 
tigate charges that had been made in 
relation to the selling of liquor to In- 
dians in Arizona. As the Department of 
Justice has invariably deferred to the 
War Department in the matter of 
pointments of officers tor duty in con 
nection with matters relatiag to that 
department, the Attorney-General 
gave Bowen acommission. He started 
for Arizona, but after he had reached 
his post, and before he had entered 
upon the performance of his duties, 
the true eharacter of the adventurer 
was ascertained, and he was removed 
on the 11th of September. Dickson's 
affidavit contains a statement that 
Bowen attempted to bribe the affiant, 
who was foremaa of the jury, to vote 
tor the conviction of the defendants. 
It will be seen from the foregoing 
statement that if Dickson’s story be 
true, Bowen had not the slightest 
authority to represent the Department 
of Justice in that respect. 


A Preacher Actor. 
Cuicaao, October 17. 
Ex-Rev. G. C. Miln, formerly a 


well-known pastor in Brooklyn, more 


recently successor to Robert Collyer 
as pastor of the Unity Church, Chi- 
cago, made his debut as Hamlet at 
the Grand Opera last evening before a 
cultivated audience. Physicilly meas- 
ured by the capacity of the house, his 
somewhat sudden transit from the 
pulpit to the stage engendered many 
partisan antagonisins and friendships, 
and predictions of success and failure 
were about equally divided. When 
Miln first appeared he was absolutely 
self poised and w.th the ease of “one 
to the manor born.” The entire au- 
dience applauded demonstratively and 
after each scene he was recalled. The 
eneral verdict is that his Hamlet is a 
istinct and individual impersonation. 
Toward the last, apparently, encour- 
aged by the cordial reception, and the 
overtaxed voice, he showed a tendency 
to rant. Aside from this the readi- 
tion was scholarly, deliberate, thought- 
ful and intense. R. M. Hooley says 
it is a hit. A. R. Coseauran, dramatic 
writer of New Vork says his reading 
is better than Edwin Booth's. The 
debutant’s knowledge of stage busi- 
ness is surprising, The supportihg 
company was weak.

A Bran New Preacher. 

New York, October 16. 
Rev. S. A. Harlow, a recent grad-

Peter Ivory, of Clover Swale, whe 
is an experienced cattle raiser, says he 
has a remedy which will cure the 
blackleg in cattle everytime, It is as 
follows: When the animal is first 


taken it will exhibit lameness in some 
of its legs. With a sharp knife open 
the lame member between the knee 
and the hoof, where will be found a 
lump or a sack filled with a white 
watery substance; squeeze all of this 
out, then fill the opening with salt 
and pepper, and bind the limb up 
with acleth. This is all that is re- 
quired, and Mr. Ivory vouches for its 
good effects. The remedy is certainly 
cheap and simple and 1s worthy of a 
trial. The Modo Independent in- 
dorses the above. The disease has 
not yet made its appearance near 
Reno, hut at Big Bend it is said to be 
quite troublesome to cattle men.
